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its receptor and allowing the substance to inhibit the binding between PTHrP and Its 
receptor. 

17. (New) The method according to claim 16, wherein the substance is an 
antagonist against a PTHrP receptor. 

18. (New) The method according to claim 16, wherein the substance is an 
anti-PTHrP antibody. 

19. (New) The method according to claim 16, wherein the substance is at 
least one of a fragment of an anti-PTHrP antibody and a modified form of the fragment. 

20. (New) The method according to claim 18 or 19, wherein the antibody is a 
humanized or chimeric antibody. 

21 . (New) The method according to claim 20, wherein the antibody is 
humanized #23-57-137-1 antibody. 

22. (New) The method according to claim 18 or 19, wherein the antibody is a 
monoclonal antibody. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended claims 1-15 and added new claims 16-22 to more 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the invention. Claims 1-22 are pending.
